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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's arguments in page 3 
of the remarks regarding the preamble setting the stage for the invention "a user connected to a VPN via a Network Acces Server that has 
access to plural VPN (i.e., the "host" VPN) to which the user is currently connected". Examiner notes that the preamble states an intended 
use for enabling a user registered in an Network Acces Server to communicate with at least one communication device outside of a host 
VPN. Therefore, the preamble as in claim 1 shows enabling a user to connect a device outside the VPN. Similarly, Provino's invention 
shows VPN connected devices that can access other devices outside the VPN network as shown by the arrows 16 or fig. 1 . Furthermore, 
Provino teaches " In addition to ISP 11, a number of other ISP's may connect to the Internet, as represented by arrows 16, facilitating 
communications between devices which are connected to those other ISP's with other devices over the Internet, which may include the 
devices 12(n) connected to ISP 1 1 . The devices 13 which devices 12(m) access and communicate with may also be any of a number of 
types of devices, including personal computers, computer workstations, and the like, and also including mini-and mainframe computers, 
mass storage systems, compute servers, local area networks ("LAN's") and wide area networks ("WAN's") including such devices and 
numerous other types of devices which may be connected directly or indirectly to the networks" (col. 5, lines 43 to col. 6, line 28). 
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
